RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  sold  higher  for  the  first 
time  in  several  weeks  as  both  slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  were  mainly  50-75 £  higher.     At 
Chicago  steers  grading  average -Choice  and.  below 
as  well  as  all  grades  of  heifers  were  $1.00- 
1.50  higher.     Cows  were  generally  steady  to  50/ 
higher.     A  steady  to  50/  higher  price  trend 
prevailed  on  stockers  and  feeders.     Barrows 
and  gilts  were  mainly  steady  to  25/  higher, 
with  Omaha  and     St.  Joseph  exceptions  where 
steady  to  25/  lower  prices  prevailed.     Sows 
sold  steady  to  50/  lower.     In  the  Interior- 
Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  area  barrows  and  gilts 
were  steady  to  25/  higher.     For  the  most  part 
spring  slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  50/ 
higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steer  prices  were  higher  for  the  first  time  since 

late  March  halting  a  prolonged  decline  which 
dropped  the  average  price  to  the  lowest  levels 
since  April,  1957.     Slaughter  steers  and  heif- 
ers were  generally  50-75/  higher  at  midwestem 
terminals  with  most  weights  and  grades  sharing 
in  the  price  upturn.     However,  in  Chicago, 
where  prices  were  sharply  lower  the  previous 
week,     steers  average-Choice  and  below  and  all 
heifers  were  $1.00-1.50  higher,     high-Choice 
and  Prime  steers  50^75/  higher.     Cows  were 
generally  steady  to  50/  higher  with  the  great- 
est advance  on  Caimer  and  Cutter  grades.  Bulls 
sold  steady  to  50/  higher.     Vealers  were  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  in  St.  Paul  and  $1.00  lower  at 
St.  Louis.     Receipts  at  12  markets  were  reduced 
nearly  14    percent  and  were  the  smallest  since 
early  January.     The  Memorial  Day  holiday  un- 
doubtedly   contributed  to  reduced  receipts. 
The  curtailed  receipts  and  a  50/-$1.50  higher 
trend  on  carcass  steer  and  heifer  beef  at  major 
centers  provided  the  bullish  influence  neces* 
sary  toward  the  advance  on  live  cattle.     The 
average  weight  of  steers  at  seven  markets  was 
the  heaviest  in  12  weeks  at  1152#.     Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  predominated  in  the  receipts 
at  most  markets  with  the  bulk  Good  to  average- 
Choice. 

Bulk  of  the  high-Good  and  Choice  1000- 
1350#  steers  sold  at  $21.75-23.50.     In  Chicago 
Prime  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  1050-1450$ 
steers  brought  $23.25-25.50,     a  few  loads  Prime 
$25. 75-26. OO.Bulk  Choice  900-1400#  steers  in  Chi- 
cago went  at  $23.00-24.00  late.     Good  steers 
bulked  at  $20.50-22.00.     High-Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  slaughter  heifers  moved  at 
$23.25-24.00,     most  Choice  $22.00-23.25,  Good 
$20.50-22.50.     Utility  and  Commercial  cows 
$15.25-17.50,     Canner  and  Gutter  mostly  $14.50- 
17.00. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES-  An 
early  week  holiday  tended  to  curtail  marketings 


of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves.  Re- 
ceipts of  cattle  at  midwest  terminals  were 
appreciably  smaller  than  the  moderate  numbers 
which  were  marketed  in  other  recent  weeks  and 
along  with  the  decrease  in  numbers  was  a  lower- 
ing in  over-all  quality.     A  fairly  large  per- 
cent of  the  supplies  consisted  of  Good  offer- 
ings but  Choice  offerings  were  relatively 
scarce.     Stock  calves  of  any  grade  continued  in 
limited  supply.     Substantially  higher  slaughter 
cattle  prices  encourage  increased  interest  in 
stockers  and  feeders  but,   at  the  same  time,   the 
holiday  not  only  influenced  receipts  but  also 
tended  to  restrict  buyer  attendance  at  the  var- 
ious markets.     Thus,  trading  usually  was  only 
moderately  active  and  mostly  on  a  steady  to 
strong  basis  although  several  markets  reported 
some  advances  of  25-50/.     Due  to  increased 
competition  from  slaughter  cattle  buyers, fleshy 
two-*ray  steers  shared  in  the  mildly  stronger 
trend.     However,  feeder  buyers  still  shewed  a 
decided  inclination  to  proceed  as  cautiously 
as  possible  in  their  efforts  to  secure  feedlot 
replacements. 

Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock  steers  sold 
from  $22.00-27.00  but  because  of  the  scarcity 
of  Choice,  relatively  few  sales  exceeded  $25.50. 
Medium  and  low-Good,  stockers  ranged  $19.50- 
23.50.     Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
sold  from  $20.00-24.00.     Weight  was  still  an 
important  price  determining  factor.     At  Omaha  a 
few  Choice  900-925#  feeders  showing  evidence  of 
some  grain  feeding  brought  $22.50.     Good  and 
Choice  yearling  heifers  sold  from  $20.00-24.00, 
two  loads  Choice  600-650#  $24.50.     A  limited 
volume  of  Good  and  Choice  steer  calves  went 
from  $24.50-29.00,     same  grades  heifer  calves 
$22.50-26.25. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Supplies  or  hogs 
at  the  12  terminals  declined  for  the  second 
successive  week  with  the  reductions  during  the 
week  under  review  caused  by  a  holiday.     Compared 
with  the  previous  week  salable  receipts  were 
down  around  11    percent,  and  were  3    percent 
smaller  than  a  year  ago  which  was  also  a  holi- 
day shortened  week.     At  Sioux  City,   however, 
supplies  were  larger  than  both  a  week  and  year 
ago.     Mixed  U.  S.  1-3  19O-270#  barrows  and 
gilts  again  comprised  the  bulk  of  the  supply, 
and  at  several  markets  a  slight  increase  was 
noted  in  the  percent  of  hogs  over  240#  with 
average  weights  of  barrows  and  gilts  somewhat 
heavier  than  a  week  earlier.    A  small  seasonal 
increase  was  again  reported  in  the  showing  of 
sows.     Barrows  and  gilts  were  generally  steady 
to  25/  higher  except  at  Omaha  and  St.  Joseph 
where  tteadyto  25/  lower  prices  were  in  effect. 
Sows  worked  out  steady  to  50/  lower.     Substan- 
tial upturns  in  the  pork  trade  at  wholesale 
levels,  and  the  reduced  volume  of  marketings 


were  stimulating  factors  in  the  week's  trade 
which  saw  substantial  upturns  in  the  live 
market  through  Wednesday  generally  wiped  out 
Thursday  when  supplies  were  once  more  liberal. 
The  week's  advances  were  then  posted  by  the 
Friday  market. 

Shippers  were  fairly  aggressive  through- 
out the  week  and   at  Chicago  and  Indianapolis 
around  60  percent  found  outlets  in  that  di*. 
r^otton. 

U.   S.  No.   1-2  190-240#  barrows  and  gilts 
closed  mainly  at  $16.75-17.25  in  the  western 
combelt  but  from  $17.50-17.75  at  some  eastern 
markets  with  an  extreme  late  of  $18.00  at 
Chicago. 

Good  and  Choice  130-17C#  feeder  pigs  at 
Sioux  City  closed     $15.00-16.00  and  at  St.  Paul 
Good  and  Choice  offerings  brought  $16.00-16.50. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  at     284,000  head,  were 
around  10  percent  less  than  the  previous  week, 
but  were     22  percent  larger  than  the   combined 
four  day  comparable  period  last  year.     Demand 
was  fairly  good  and,  with  moderate  receipts, 
prices  worked  higher.     Compared  with  previous 
Friday,   closing  sales  for  190-240#  barrows 
and  gilts  were  steady  to  25*  higher,  heavier 
weights  10-20*  higher.     Sows  were  15-25* 
higher. 

On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1-3  and  2-3  200-22O# 
barrows  and  gilts,   including  some  190-240#  in 
a  few  sections,   sold  at  $16.00-16.50  with  a 
few  mostly  2  and  3  220-240#  $15.65-16.00,   and 
some  mostly  No.  1-2  200-2200  $16.50-17.00. 
D.  S.  No.   1-3  270-400#   sows  went  at  $13.75- 
15.00,     some  to  $15.40;     mostly  400-55O# 
$12.50-14.40. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
major  terminals  numbered  77,000     head,  26     per- 
cent less  than  a  week  earlier  and     6     percent 
less  than  last  year.     Higher  prices  prevailed 
at  most  points  with  demand  good  on  the  reduced 
receipts.     Higher  dressed  lamb  prices  also  had 
a  bullish  effect  on  the  live  trade.     For  the 
week,  old  crop  slaughter  lambs  were  mainly 
steady  to  50*  higher  but  steady  to  weak  at 
Denver  and  Chicago.     Spring  slaughter  lambs 
were  steady  to  50*  higher,  instances  75*-$1.00 
up,     however,  lambs  at  Sioux  City  sold  steady 
to  50*  lower.     Increased  numbers  of  slaughter 
ewes  were  weak  to  mostly  50*  lower,   instances 
$1.00  off.     Feeder  lambs  were  steady  %t  most 
points  but  steady  to  50*  lower  at  Fort  Worth. 

Choice  and  a  few  Prime  90-114#   shorn  old 
crop  slaughter  lambs  with  No.  1,2  and  fall 
shorn  pelts  brought  $14.00-16.00,  including 
several  shipments  $15.00-15.50,   a  few  sales 
of  Choice  115-120#  offerings  brought  $12.00- 
14.50,     Good  and  Choice  90-113#  $13.00-16.00, 
Good  and  Choice  85-115#  old  crop  vooled  slaugh- 
ter lambs  brought     $14.00-16*00,     part  deck 
$16.75  at  Chicago.     Seasonally  increased 
numbers  of  Choice  and  Prime  77-105#  spring 
slaughter  lambs  sold  from  $18.00-19.25,  a 
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limited  volume  $19.50-20.00,     Good  and  Choice 
$17.00-18.50  at  most  terminals,   but  $16.50- 
17.50  at  Fort  Worth.     Cull  to  Choice  shorn 
slaughter  ewes  sold   at  $2.00-4.50,    a  few  to 
$5.00. 

Good   and  Choice  52-71#   spring  feeder  lambs 
were  noted  at  $14.50-16.00  and  at  $16.50  in  St. 
Paul  for  Choice  58#   lambs.     At  Fort  Worth, 
Medium  and  Good  spring  feeders  $10.00-12.00  and 
Medium  and  Good  shorn  old  crop  feeders  $7.00- 
9.00. 

Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern 
Minnesota  area  numbered  22,900  head,   9  percent 
less  than  a  week  ago  but  10  percent  more  than 
last  year.   As  on  the  12  terminals  the  curtailed 
numbers  marketed  combined  with  higher  car lot 
dressed  lamb  prices  were  bullish  factors  stim- 
ulating demand  on  the  live  trade.     For  the 
week,     old  crop  slaughter  lambs  were  mostly 
steady  although  Utility  and  Good  were  weak  to 
50*  lower.     Spring  slaughter  lambs  were  steady 
to  50*  higher.     Slaughter  ewes  were  weak  to 
50*  lower.     Spring  slaughter  lambs  comprised 
25-35  percent  of  the  supply.

BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 
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There  was  very  little  trading  of  gr easy- 
domestic  worsted  wools  in  the  Boston  market 
during  the  Memorial  Eay  week.  Only  a  few  cars 
were  moved  with  prices  showing  a  slightly  easier 
trend. 

Woolen  wools  were  restricted  to  about  the 
same  volume  as  a  week  ago  and  noils  had  a  narrow 
demand  at  steady  prices. 

Activity  in  the  Western  states  also  sub- 
sided but  there  was  a  modest  movement  in  Texas 
at  weaker  prices  while  the  principal  interest 
in  the  fleece  wool  states  was  in  the  Pennsylvania 
County  pools. 

Mid-week  cables  from  Australia  showed  the 
Continent  and  Japan  the  major  buyers,  but  also 
supported  by  the  United  States  and  England. 
Quotations  were  weaker.  At  Auckland,  New 
Zealand  there  was  general  competition  with 
prices  weak.  South  Africa  showed  a  slightly 
easier  tone  as  wool  auctions  terminated  for  the 
season  on  Hay  30.  The  South  African  Wool  Com- 
mission had  disposed  of  practically  all  wool 
offered.  The  South  American  markets  were  very 
dull.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Prices  for  steer  car- 
casses were  steady  to  mostly  50*  higher,   in- 
stances $1.00  up,  however,   at  Baltimore  the 
trend  was  steady  to  $1.00  lower.     Cow  beef  large- 
ly steady  to  50*  higher;  real  and  calf  unchanged 
at  New  York  and  Baltimore,  while  at  Washington 
steady  to  $1.00  up;  Philadelphia  weak  to  $1.00 
lower.     Lamb  sold  mainly  $1.00-1.50  lower  at 
New  York,  most  sales  at  Baltimore  $2.00-3.00  off, 
and  unchanged  at  other  centers.     Pork  loins 
closed  $1.00-3.00  higherj  Boston  butts  steady;
